It has
saved those who have taken advantage ol s
offer from the unconscionable charges of the
regular clafm neents, and has benetited the
others by torcing the agents to demand only
modernte fees in order to get business, The
long delay over Lhe passago of the act bad
given the clalm  sgents time to wake cons
tracts thut would give them the llon's shure
of the appropristion. Many of the cislmaunts
hag peen induced tosign contracts guaranteo-
ing the ngoent from onethivd toover B0 per
centof the cloims in case they were allowaed,
The depredations act appulled thess oxtor-
tionate vontracts wnd set the limit of agents’
fees ut 15 per cent, to be mereased in cortain
cases 1o 20 per cent on the order of the court

withh the present regime are becoming more
pronounced, Instead of tranquility and ae-
guiescenca ‘n Fonseca's assumption of die-
tutorinl power there are vigorous opposition
and increasing agitatnion.  In gonoeral terms,
the politienl condition is described as closely
boraeriug on anarchy.

In spite of the efforts of the government to
redques Rio Grande do Sol to obedience by
force of nrms or to win s allegiauce by
concessions, it is now generally admitted ut
Itio Janeiro that the state will adbere 1o its
attitude of opposition to the dictator. Itis
belioved that the state will be strong enough
o mamtain its imdependence, ns reports
from there show that the provisional junti
is wall supptied with funds and 15 daily in-
ereasing the effective strength of ity army.

The Exchange Telegraph company's dis-
paich further declares that Fonseen's death
is probable at any moment. Though it 1s
known that Fonseea is ill, this statement is
not supposea to refer to death by opatural
causes.

Tie Bar Birueat Clrarvn, In dealing
with the claims avisiog uoder the Indian
deprodations act, has been successful o pro-
tecting a large number of subscribers ana
others from extortion und loss. Feom com-
platuts that have come to it, howsver, it ap
pears that many of the claiants do not un-
derstand thelr position under the nor, At ®
time when thare appeared to be little ehanco
thnt congress woila take up the ciaims or
mnke any appropriation to pay them, thoy
slgned contranots with the Waahington agents,
promising from onequarter to one-hall the
amount to the agent in oase the money shiould
be collectedl. To view of this extortion cons
pross inserted a provision in the act anoul.
ing all conteacts and lmiting the agoent's
commission 1o 15 or 20 par gent,

I'ho elatminuts ail probobly understamd that
the agent's commission has been Hmlted by
tho law, but many of them, seeording to thoir
own statoments, do ot dndorstind that they
nre froo to do as they please about employing
the agont they had first chosen.  They con
staer that they are still boinng 1o eompioy the
wgent with whom they signaed the exorbitant
contriacts, whether thoy wre satisfiod with
nim or not,

It was the Indiontion of congress to protect
them nt all points and they  wioee lnft on the
passage of the et free to  do us they nlonsed
and employ whom they pleased. Section 0 of
the act stated :  “That all sales, trunsfers or
pssignrionta of any such cinlms horatofors or
hareafter made, excopt such as bove oceurred
in the due rndministration of deeedents' es
tates, and all coptracts heeetofore mude for
feos and aliowances 1o clalmants' attorineys
are horobvy declinred yvold

There coula be no mistake about the mean-
ing of this. Al cliaimants had to mako now
contracts with neents aflter the passage of
tho net, and they were at liberty to emplov
any une they plensod, I{f they were pleasod

with the zenl and wers 1 thelr fTrsy neont
thov might make thelr new contraet with
Wi, Ifthey woere issatised they might

choose any other ngent that they plensed
Those who have nol sysoed new contracts
sincethe passsge of the act may profit by
this to secure much better terms thin thoey
eould otherwise get from the agonts, Thae
faet that Tar Bar Bregesy is doing the work
for the bure exoense involvod bhas had s good
effect in moderiating the charges of ull ngents
to those who know how to protoct them-
